HOT SPRINGS, Ark., March 21.—An 
audience that packed the Auditorium The- 
atre from pit to dome welcomed Andrew 
Carnegié this afternoon when he deliv- 
ered an address here on the lack of 
proper banking laws.

But, 
true as this is,.we are in one of the 
most important fields—that of banking, 
including our entire monetary system, the 
nerves of our business world—the most 
backward of.all civilized nationg 

** Here we strike what has long been the 
chief obstacle in the path of consolida- 
tion of intereste—the supposed dominant 
influence, the money, power of New York 
and its environments. The commission 
has ely recognized this fact. 

** Please note carefully this supposed in- 
fluence has been restricted by it, but 
first let me say that in times of panic 
the bank officials of New York, who are 
the recognized leaders in finance, are men 
abote suspicion. I know many of them 
personally. and a body of abler and more 
irreproachable men are not;sto be found 
anywhere, The mar who reaches a fore- 
most yoution in financial circles there 
and is called by his fellows to serve upon 
the all important panic committee, is a 

man above all things of undoubted char- 

acter.

THE FRAWLEY PRIZEFIGHT LAW. 

By @ vote of 76 to 46 the Assembly on 
Wednesday signified tts wish to repeal 
the’ law which revived and legalized 
prisefighting in this State. The bill 
is now in the Codes Committee of the 
Senate, consisting of the following 
members; STEPHEN J. Sritwety, Chair- 
man; HoOwarpD R. Barnz,; Rosurr H. 
GiTTins, ANTHONY. J, Guigrin, Henry 
‘W.. Po.tock, LORING M. Brack, IJr., 
PRANK M. Loomis, Groner H. Come, 
and Harvey D. HInMAN. 

Exhibitions as brutal and Bloody as 
have figured in the history of prize- 
fighting. have taken place under legal 
protection since the Frawley bill ‘be- 
came effective. In his message to the 
Legislature, Gov. Dix renewed his re- 
quest that the Athletic Commiésion 
which it created be abolished. He gaid: 
‘I repeat that when this bill came be- 
“fore. me for signature I. believed it 
would. prevent the disorderly and un- 
regulated exhibitions which have been 
given..in ‘this State for the last. few 
years. ‘ Experience with the new law 
has satisfied me that it is not adapted 
to produce such a result. The condi- 
tions which have arisen»under it are 
hostile to. the. feeling and the interests 
of the law-abiding citizens of the State 
and should be ended: at once. I, there- 
fore, again urge. upon you the repeal 
of the law }under which thése -occtr- 
rencés have arisen. Z 
The decent and self-respecting part 
of this community, as the Governor 
says, wants the prizefighting law Te- 
pealed, and wants it:promptly reported 
out of the Codes Committee for action 
by the Senate.

THE BRITISH CRISIS. 

It will. be the irony of fate, indeed, 
if the British Liberal Ministry, includ- 
ing Mr. Liorp-Gronres, is- compelled 
to give place to the. Conservatives and 
Liberal. Unionists, with Mr. Baurour 
once More as their leader, because of 
the failure of Mr. AsquiTn to meet the 
great problem which has arisen from 
the industrial situation. Yet a speedy 
solution of the problem is essential to 
Great Britain. The situation ia threat- 
ening, though ‘the debate on the second 
reading of the Government’s Minimum 
Wage bill, at last night’s session of 
Parliament, helped somewhat to clear 
the air. 
Mr. BaLtrour formally moved ‘the re- 
jection of the bill. He eondemned the 
Miners’ Federation for using its legal 
powers “without any cqnsideration of 
mercy.” He was greeted with hisses 
from the labor bench when he compared 
the union of the coal miners unfavor- 
ably with American trusts; because .of 
a misuse of powers given to it by the 
law “to the detriment of private in- 
terests and the general trade."’ He ac- 
cused the Government .of trying: to 
“force through” a “colossal revolu- 
tion”’ in less than a week. But ob- 
viously the ~Government must. act 
quickly or not at all,.and the wide- 
spread discontent and the increased 
poverty and’ hardship caused by the 
great strike indicate that action by the 
Government is imperative. 

While it seemed on Wednesday that 
the passage of the. Government's Min- 
imum. Wage bill was unlikely, and that, 
if pagsed, it would bring no relief he- 
cause of -the opposition of the Labor 
Party and many of the Irish National- 
ists, the tane of Mr. BALFour’s speech J 
yesterday indicated that Mr.. AsqurTH 
may yet carry his point if he stands 
bravely by his guns. If he can ‘suc- 
eeed in putting through his measure 
and forcing its acceptance by” the 
House of Lords he may be equally suc- 
cessful in bringing the Mingrs’ Fed- 
eration to terms and convincing his 
opponents in the Labor Party that « 
minimum wage bill without a sched- 
ule of minimum wages is “better than 
nothing. The minimum wages speci- 
fied > by-~ the: Federation are small 
enough, indeed, ‘and it. seems that if 
the Government is willing to commit’ 
itself to a false economic idea at all 
it might am well @acept it thoroughly, 
The mine owners oppose ‘the bill ag 
it stands,-and the threat has been 
made that Wf the bill passes many 
pits will not be reopened.

brands were sold as containing 40 per cent. and 
83 per cent. butter. A chemical study of 
these various brands of oleomargarine showed 
that they contained a considerable amount of 
butter and tended’ to confirm the statements 
ad by the salesman.

DOUBT. BIG ORE FIND. 


Pennsylvania Fully Explored, Says Dr. 
i Otis. Smith—Survey to Investigate. 


Special 10 The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The report 
ofa discovery of a large body of high 
grade iron oré in Fulton County, Penn., 
comes as a surprise to the members: of 
the United States Geological Survey, and 
receives,\no confirmation among scientists 
in ‘Washington. ~Dr. George Otis Smith 
says to-night: 
“It is, of* course, quite possible that 
such.a discovery has been made, but the 
weight .of, probability lies against it.’ The 
State of Pennsylvania has been thorough- 
ly.explored ‘and all available bodies of ore 
are’ believed to be. known. Indeed, ‘the 
work has been regarded as so well done 
and so nearly completed that the United 
States Geol Survey has-done no 
work there for. years in iron. We con- 
tines to work on the coal deposits, but in 
the matter’ of iron’ that is a work left 
entirely to the State geologists.”’ 

Dr. David White, one:of.the well-known 
specialists sn the survey on. iron, said: 
“Tecan -imagine that In Pennsylvania 
there:may be regions so Itle Known that 
such ‘a deposit might exist there. It is 
true that farmers do not always’ recog- 
nize the value of Gepoatys they may en- 
counter, and the geologist may not have 
happened to pass that way. have no- 

‘that there has been some activity in 
Fulton and Bedford.-Counties of late in 
the way ‘ef railroad development, and this 
may account for the discovery. The 
presence. of railroad engineers who have 
scientific knowledge of mineral deposits 
may have led to a discovery of a won- 
derful body of‘ ore in the heart of a 
State.that we have hitherto regarded as 
trodden over every foot from one end 
td the other. 

“The matter will be speedily investi- 
gated, of course, and the truth told.. The 
region is in the line of similar deposits. 
The character of the ore, if it is there, 
can be much misrepresented. I -am in- 
clined to doubt the statement as to the 
ore said to. be found having the dross 
burned out. We have known of some 
occurrences of iron ore in Pefinsylvania 
where it was so thin and so silicious that 
it-was not available commercially, . and 
it may be that some such deposit has been 
found. 

“Ultimately, when the ore bodies. of 
the Southern "Appalachian ‘and the Lake 
Superior regions have been exhausted, 
we shall return to the thin and silicious 
gres that have been passed by in Penn- 
Sylvania and make use of them.”

PASS-REORGANIZATION BILL. 


Measure Gives. Service Boards Con- 
trol Over New Capitalization.

ALBANY, N.. Y., March 21.—After a 
lively debate to-day the Assembly passed 
the Pollock bill, giving the Public Service 
Commissions supervision over the capi- 
talization of companies which reorganize 
after passing through a receivership.

TO TEST NEW STEPLESS CAR. 


its Interior Like a Launch, with Side 
Doors Ten Inches Above Street. 


A stepless car designed by Frank Hed- 
ley, Vice President and General Manager 
of the New York Railways Company, and 
J. 8. Doyle, Superintendent’ of car :equip- 
ment, was put.on exhibition yesterffay at 
the company’s car barn, Lexington Ave- 
nue and Ninety-ninth Street, and will be 
operated in the course of the next week, 
probably over the Fifty-ninth Street and 
Broadway line, by way of giving it a 
practical test and submitting it to the 
approval or disapproval of the public. 

The new.car is constructed with the 
idea of safety, sanitation and convenience. 
It.ds 40 feet 9 inches long as compared 


with the regular cars, which are 47 feet 
in length,’ and seats 51 passengers as 
against a capacity of 40 people in the 
present style of cars. It has two side- 
doors 10 inches abov: ve the ground, as com- 
pared ‘with’ the 80-inch level of the.cars 
used at present. ‘The doors are opened 
automatically when the car stops, and 
before the car can be started must 
closed. for the completion of the electric 
circuit which propels thé car.. The new 
car is equipped with pneumatic fenders, 
which also act automatically in shutting 
off the circuit from the motor in case-a 
person is struck. Pedestrians are pro- 
tected from the wheels by a sort of skirt 
which, reaches down within three inches 
of the rails. 

The interior of the car resembles a 
launch, . with large semi-circular seats at 
either end, in addition to 16 regular donble 
seats. The ventilation and heating of the 
car are ep be automatically by the 
number of passengers, whose weight af- 
fects the ustments regulating the air 
and temperature. The motorman is pro- 
vided with a complete vestibuled com- 
partment and a comfortable seat.

eee Glassware Rates of Duty 
Are Reduced—Other Decisions. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
parisers yesterday sustained a contention 
raised by Theodore H. Gary & Co. Col- 
lector Loeb maintained that certain 
chemical glassware should stand a duty 
of GO per cent. ad valorem under Para- 
graph 100 of the Tariff act of 1897.

DEFINES MARITAL DUTY. 


Husbande and Wives Should Not 
Make Bickerings Cause of a Sult. 


Justice Blackmar of the Supreme Court 
of Brooklyn, spoke his mind yesterday on 
the duties of husbands and wives to each 
other, even under trying circumstances, 
when an applitation for alimony and 
counsel fees was made to him by Mrs. 
Madeline J. Hotbs of. 265 Union Street, 
pending the disposition of her separa- 
tion suit against her Husband, R. A. 
Mansfield .Hobbs, @ lawyer of 52 Wall 
Street, Manhattan. Justice Blaokmar re- 
luctantly granted the woman $20.a w 
alimony and $250 counsel fees, He sdid 
he did so because she was in ill health. 

The Justice said that ordinary bicker- 
ings and quarrels should not be made the 
basis of a separation suit between life 
partners, “‘ who take each other for bet+ 
ter or worse.” 

“The cruel treatment which justifies 
geparation is usually physical violence 
or such words or conduct as to outrage 
the feelings and humiliate and degrade,"’ 
said the Court. 

“Her complaint,’’ he continued, refer- 
ring to Mrs. Hobbs, “against her hus- 
band, charges him with neglect, unkind- 
ness of speech and manner and failure 
to provide as she thinks he should. 
Usually the law will not act on such 
charges as fens for a separation, If} had

-Commissioner Thompson. 


Commissioner Thompson explained yes- 
terday the reason for the muddy appear- 
ance of the olty's water. He said: 

“On the Croton Wetershed there are 
large areas in which the soil has been 
broken up and pulverized into fine silt 
or topsoil by cultivation. This fine ma- 
terial, settled in the bottom of the reser- 
voirs, is exposed to the action of the 
water when the reservoirs are low, and, 
carried ‘n suspension, gives to the water 
its muddy appearance. It makes it of- 
fensive to the eye and unsatisfactory for 
domestic use. This has been the case for 
the last few months, and the condition 
has been aggravated ‘by the extreme cold 
weiner. which froze the ground.
